What of the courage of a 
woman w ho matter - of - factly 
raises a handicapped child . . . 
or guides the lives of infants in¬ 
to adulthood upon the death of 
their father? What of the cour¬ 
age of those who live in con¬ 
stant pain without bitterness to¬ 
ward those who are healthy . . . 
who refrain from suspicion and 
gossip . . . who teach them¬ 
selves to forgive and trust? 

This kind of courage does not 
crackle with the unmistakable 
drum - roll of destiny. It lies in 
such inconspicuous things as the 
daring vitality of older people 
. . . apologizing to a daughter or 
son . . . in acquiring moral cour¬ 
age. There is momentum to it. 
Each time we act with true 
courage we gain faith in others 
and ourselves, in the dignity 
and purpose of life itself. 

Courage is a quality as va¬ 
ried as the people who pos¬ 
sess it. There is one comjmon 
truth about this admirable 
quality: Courage is always a 
private affair. 


as much courage as another 
person who. though holding ter¬ 
ror in check, exhibits as much 
bravery in a crisis. 

Courage in combat, for exam¬ 
ple. represents bravery of the 
highest order. Yet many sol¬ 
diers, battling for their lives, 
have experienced many appar¬ 
ent acts of courage that 
stemmed from panic, blind obe¬ 
dience. confusion or from pure 
reflex action. This kind of cour¬ 
age bears little resemblance to 
the deliberate choice of per¬ 
forming a necessary, some- 
limes dangerous, act. 

There is a truer courage. It 
may be inconspicuous and sel¬ 
dom reaches visibility. It is to 
be found in the steadfastness of 
ordinary people whose daily 
lives make demands on their 
patience and endurance. 

What of the courage of a man 
who opposes war for reasons of 
conscience . . . who opposes 
corrupt politics . . . who might 
not strike back when beaten in 
the streets . . . who risks cen¬ 
sure rather than keep silent on 
important issues? 


Courage is undeniably an 
admirable quality. Like beau¬ 
ty, what is comt.noilly called 
courage lies in the eye of the 
beholder. One person's cour¬ 
age is another person's shal¬ 
lowness, or folly, or ahubition. 

Primitive men measured 
their manhood by it. Adoles¬ 
cents still do. The dazzling, 
showy kind affords excitement 
to civilized, yet circumscribed 
people. 

There was a time when cour¬ 
age — particularly physical — 
was predominately, if not ex¬ 
clusively, required of men. 
Courage then was the authentic 
mark of man simply because of 
their greater physical strength 
and their training as hunters 
and warriors. 

Today the idea of courage as 
the measure of a man is mean¬ 
ingless ... an illusion. Courage 
is not the mark of a man — it is 
the mark of a person. Courage¬ 
ous acts can be evaluated only 
in relation-lo our fears. If we 
are totally without fear when 
we are faced with a crisis we 
cannot be credited with having
